James C. Pattergon, preasldent of the
menlor clasa nt the Unlversity of Penn-
sylvania, I8 ono sprinter in America who
io conceded to be sawift footed enough to
equil the record of % 346 geconds for the
100-yard dash. Howard P. Drew, of the
University of Southern Californin, has run
the distance In U 3-5 seconds, equuling the
mark of Dan Kelly, of Oregon, Drew Is
very lkely to show wondorful form this
summer,

Patterson when conditioned s a con-
sistent performuer, and hils greatest ath-
letle feat was to win the 1813 collegiate
100-yard dash c¢hamplonghlp, at the satme
time equaling the record of % 46 seconds
for the distance shiared by B. J. Wafers,
R, €, Cralg and W. A, Schick. Patter-
wnon last veur was far from belng condl-
tloned for the colleginte champlonahip
race, and as & result he did not ap-
proach his sensatlonal 1813 performance.
